CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—“It was not a ques- 
tion of exits,“ said istant Building 
Commissioner Stanhope. ‘No theater in 
the country was so well provided with ex- 
its. It was not a case of panic I am told 
by observers that the audience behaved 
most quietly until the explosion occurred, 
which spread the fire throughout the audi- 
torium. I say explosion without referring 
to any possible blowing up of calcium light 
gas tanks and mean, t the mass of 
flimsy scenery ignited so many places 
after the first touch of flame, and burned 
with such rapidity that it amounted to @ 
spontaneous ignitiop. 

“ie trumpet of flame blared over the 
auditortum and men and women were in- 
cinerated where they sat or stood. They 
never had a chance to become, panic 
stricken. The asbestos curtain may have 
caught and refused to work, but I doubt 
this, as I find no trace of anything the mat- 
ter with the running gear, which is all of 
metal and ved the fire.

The Careless Placing of an Electric Arc Light Apparatus Too Close 


to Stage Fittings Seems 


to Have Been the Cause 


of the Fire. 


CHICAGO, Dee. 31.—Among many of the 
theatrical men employed in the other Chi- 
cago theaters the responsibility for the fire 


was ascribed today to the careless placing 
of electric afc light apparatus too close to 
one of the hanging borders of the scenery. 
The electrician of a leading Chicago theater 
expressed great surprise on hearing that 
this was considered a possible cause of the 
fire. 

“There never would have been any fire,” 
he said, “if proper care had been exer ised 
in handling the lights. The electric plant of 
the theater was installed, as I happen t” 
know from personal observation, in accord- 
ance with every modern requirement for 
safety. The plant was not to blame. If the 
facts I have been given are correct the 
whole blame rests on the person who place.. 
or was operating a light so closely to the 
curtain.“ 

The failure of the expected fire protec- 
tion is attributed by insurance men to 
trouble with the asbestos curtain. 

The stage always is recognized as the 
danger point in a theater, and the desire is 
to have it cut off from the auditorium as 
thoroughly as possible. The insurance men 
declare that the curtain at the Iroquois 
never had worked perfectly and that the 
mechanism had not been repaired. 

E. R. Wetmore of the insurance firm 


which placed the insurance on the Iroquois 
Theater, declared today that the loss would 
not exceed $20,000. 

coe also asserted that the spread of the 
flames to the auditorium was due to the 
failure of the asbestos curtain to work 
properly. 

Early last summer a prominent trade 
journal of Chicago criticised the construc- 
tion of the Iroquois Theater, because it 
lacked a shaft or flue at the back of the 
stage for carrying the flames and smoke 
upward and away from the auditorium in 


the event of fire. Such shafts were built 


lin Madison Square Garden and the Met 


politan Opera House in New York, and a 
similar provision is made at the Chicago 
Auditorium. 

The method of fireproofing the balcony 
and gallery was also declared by this mag- 
azine to be defective because metal lath 
were used in what is known as exposed 
construction, where heat would easily at- 
fect it. In modern fireproof buildings 
this lath is buried in concrete. It was the 
buckling out of this metal lath and iron 
rods, giving the impression that the gal- 
leries themselves were falling, that is be- 
lieved by some contractors to have been 
partly responsible for the panic. There 
was no criticism of the gallery and bal- 
cony arches, which were built in the usual

SCENES AT 


CHICAGO THEATER FIRE 


Charles J. King, a traveling salesman, 
who arrived in St. Louis from Chicago this 
morning, witnessed the disaster at the Iro- 
quois Theater, whieh he reached a few 
minutes after the fire began. 

Mr. King gives this graphic desortption 
of the fire horror to the Post-Dispatch: 

“T was attending to some business on 
Washington street about 38:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon when someone re- 
marked that there was a fire over on Ran- 
dolph street. 

“As I hurried to the sidewalk I saw a 
dozen engines go by and instantly it seemed 
the streets became impassable with peo- 
ple. 

„It's the Iroquois Theater,“ shouted an 
excite€a woman, pushing and shoving her 
way through the crowd and a moment later 
I heard someone say: 

.“ Ts burning; they can't be saved!

Not until the 
rescuers were able to go inside could any 
estimate of the frightful tragedy be formed.

THE HORROR NOT REALIZED. 


“When I turned to leave I was sick at 
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| very substantial structure, The front was of 
stone.

available for use. 

“It is the trifling oversight of this kind 
that causes such holocausts. I have just 
read the account im the St. Louis papers, 


and while it seems very accurate still I 
do not think that anyone can comprehend 
how truly terrible was the catastrophe it- 
self. Of course, many undoubtedly were 
suffocated. It was the wild 1 — fol- 
lowing the cry of fre“ that brought 
about a great many deaths. The whole 
was too sad, too dreadful to rn 
or to dwell upon.”

newspaper man crawled up the stairway 
leading to the balcony, holding handker- 
chiefs over their mouths to avoid suffoca- 
tion. 

As they reached the doorway the fireman, 
whose vision was better trained in such 
emergencies, siezed his companion by the 
arm exclaiming: 

“Good God, man, don’t walk on their 
faces. 

The two men tried vainly to get through 
the door which was jammed with dead 
women piled higher than either of their 
heads. 

All of the lights in the theater were nec- 
essarily out and the only illumination came 
through the cloud of smoke that hung 
between the interior of the theater and 
the street. The two men hurried immed- 
lately to the floor below and jnformed 
Chief Musham of the fire department that 
the dead bodies were piled high in the 
balcony and prompt assistance must be 
rendered if any of them were to be saved. 
The chief at once called upon all of his 
men in the vicinity to abandon work on 
the fire and go at once to the resuce. The 
building was so dark and the smoke 80 
thick that it was found impossible to 
accomplish anything until lights had been 
secured. Word was sent at once to the Orr 
& Lockett Hardware Co., two doors east 
of the theater and that firm at once placed 
its entire stock of lanterns at the service 
of the department. Br 


LANTERNS THE ONLY LIG 

Over 200 lights were quickly carried into 
the building, and the work of rescue 2 
menced. So rapidly were the bodies brough 
down that for over an hour there were 
two streams of men passing in and out of 
the doorway, the one carrying bodies, the 
other composed of men returning to get 
more. They were carried into Thompson's 
restaurant, which adjoins the theater on 
the east, where all the available space was 
given by the proprietor. The dead and 
wounded were placed upon chairs, tables 
and counters, one woman even being placed 
for lack of a better spot on top of a cigar 
case. g 

Because of the tremendous throng which 
surrounded the block in which the theater 
building stood, it was not possible for the 
police to carry the dead and wounded any 
distance, and they were compelled to wait 
for an ambulance at the theater. 

Although all the patrol wagons and every 
ambulance owned by the city was pressed 
into service they were utterly inadequate to 
carry away the dead, and in a short time 
there was a line of corpses 50 feet long 
piled two and three high on the sidewalk 
in front of the theater. 


DEAD HAULED LIKE CORDWOOD. 


It was found necessary in order to convey 
the bodies rapidly to the morgue and to 
the various undertaking establishments to 
press trucks into service, and in these, upon 
costly. blankets furnished by dry goods 
stores in the vicinity and covered with the 
same material the dead were hauled away 
practically like so much cordwood.

OVERLOAD WAGON WITH DEAD. 


One large truck ordinarily used for con- 
veying freight to depots was so heavily 
loaded with dead in front of the theater 
that the two large horses attached to it 
were unable to start, and the police were 
compelled to assist by tugging at the 
wheels. 

Wien the need for trucks to remove the 
dead was more pressing, a huge electric 
delivery’ wagon owned by Montgomery 
Ward & Co. was hafled by the police. The 
automobile headed for the scene but at 
State stregy encountered so great a press 
of people that it could not get through. 
The chauffeur clanged his gong repeated- 
ly, but the crowd refused to part and the 
auto was finally turned away. 

It was the presence of the children, hun- 
dreds of whom were in the audience, and 
the efforts of their frantic mothers impelled 
by their first thought to the safety of 
their young that caused much of the pan- 
demonium. Alexander H. Revell had sent 
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his little daughter, Margaret, with a little 
friend, in charge of a maid, to see the per- 
formance, and five minutes after the fire 
started heard of it in his store, and, 3 
calling a carriage, drove madly 
burning building. By the greatest fo abe. 
tune one of the first persons he encoun- 
tered was the hysterical maid, who in- 
formed him that the two children had been 
saved without injury. Mr. Revell then 
hastened into the theater and participated 
in the rescue. 


OVERWHELMED BY SCENE. 

“I worked in the upper balcony,” said he. 
“The sight of those poor women and little 
children with clinched fists raised as though 
trying to beat their way to safety and 
stricken down in the very act is too horri- 
ble to attempt to describe. But I thought 
of how my own little one had been saved 
and I forgot my horror and did all I could 
to save those who were not so fortunate. 
I assisted the police and firemen in carry- 
ing down more than 20 bodies.“ 

Sheriff Barrett and a score of deputies 
from his office assisted in carrying out the 
injured people and in keeping order among 
the mob of frantic relatives who thronged 
the street in front of the burning building, 
vainty seeking information that no one 
could give them. 

J have never before witnessed such a 
scene in all my life,“ said Sheriff Barrett.

“If war is declared between Russia and 
Japan it will be serious and protracted,” 
he said to the Post-Dispatch, “amd will 
probably involve all the nations of Ru- 
rope.“ 

Asked if he meant that all the nations in 
Europe would come to the aid of either 
Russia or Japan, he replied: 

es, they would become involved in 
that way. 

Gen. Miles was asked whether, in his 
opinion, the differences between the two 
countries had advanced to such astäge 
that war was. unavoidable. 

War can always be prevented until 
actual hostilities begin,” he _ replied. 
“Once begins, however, war cannot 
be 9 until very serious conse- 
quences enuse.”’ 

Gen. Miles stated that he had been 
in both Russia and Japan in the past 
few years, and is 1 with the 
armies of both countries. 

“Both are im fine and effective condi- 
tion, for war,” the general said. “I will 
not say what I think of their relative 
strength and efficiency.” 

Gen. Miles was asked if he believed 
war between Russia and Japan would 
be exclusively a naval conflict, or wheth- 
er it would partake of a military char- 
acter also. 

„it will be decidedly military, as well 
as naval,” the general answered. In 
my opinion there will be battles on land 
of. considerable magnitude.”
